How to Make Your 
Coal Burn Longer 


The Pious German Pastor!

Hints on the Firing of DPurnaces 
That Will Reduce Coal Bills 


Keep the fuel bed thick so that it 
will’ not burn through in spots and 
admit a large excess of air, If there 
is a bright bed of coals over the en- 
tire grate, as there should be before 
a heavy charge is fired, some of the 
burning coal should be pushed to 
one side or. end + geate—the 
part nearest the opening where the 
gases leave the fire pot—and the bed 
of live coals made thicker there. 
Then fire the fresh charge so as to 
make the bed approximately of uni- 
form thickness and yet leave visible 
a bright spot of live coal to ignite 
the combustible gases coming of 
the freshly fired fuel. ‘ 

If the fire is low, take care not to 
put it out by throwing on too much 
fresh coal, Fire lightlyxand allow 
each firing to become ignited before 
fresh coal is thrown on. Use small 
sizes of coal if they are available. 

When preparing the fire to last 
over night or for a similar length of 
time, push some of the burning coal 
aside and fire the fresh charge so as 
to leave a bright spot visible to ig- 
nite the distilled gases. The drafts 
should then be allowed to stand 
open for a_ short period, possibly 
half an hour, before they are closed 
for the night, so that a part of the 
volatile matter or gases in the coal 
can be driven off before the air sup- 
ply is greatly reduced—From Sav- 
ing Fuel in Heating a House, issued 
by the United States Bureau of 
Mines,

thing, however, that is largely in 
the farmer's own hands, it is the 
quality of the grain used for seed. 
Under ordinary conditions, the farm- 
er should not find it necessary to 
buy seed grain, once he has secured 
a variety suitable to his farm, 


The time to select most intelligent- 
ly and profitably is when the grain is 
still standing uncut, The best part 
of the best field should te marked 
and from it the seed shouid be kept. 
Those who have not done this 
should, however, do the next best 
thing, and thoroughly clean the grain 
for the spring sowing. Now is the 
time to do it.. Do not wait until the 
day the seed is required for sowing. 
Use the fanning mill now. Put the 
grain through the mill two or three 
times, or until all dirt, shrunken ker- 
nels and weed seeds are cleaned out. 
This is the season when labor is 
most plentiful and when time — will 
permit carrying out these  opera- 
tions, Clean seed grain will mean 
larger yields, Strict attention to 
this matter is a part of the ‘bit’ ex- 
pected of the farmer.—F,.C.N.

Weather Necessary to Health 


‘Free as the air we breathe’ is not 


applicable to foul air, Like, most 
other commodities the latter exacts 
a tool from everyone who uses + 

Lowered vitality, with a consequetit 
predisposition to such diseases as 
colds, pneumonia and tuberculosis, is 
the price that is paid for bieathing 
impure air, It is probably true that 
a large percentage of the homes in 
countries possessing a climate simi- 
lar to Canada’s are, to a greater or 
less extent, breeding places for such 
diseases, especially during the wint- 
er months, This is the outstandin 

reason for the marked prevalence o 
such diseases in Canada, diveases for 
which fresh air is the most potent 
remedy, 

Tightly closed rooms constructed 
for the sole purpose of retainin 
heat, soon become filled with  poi- 
sonous gases exhaled by the inmates, 
The remedy is, of course, better ven- 
tilation. It can only be a question 
of time when our governments will 
insist that scientific ventilating sys- 
tems be installed in all new buildings. 
Public health and public opinion will 
demand it. In older buildings, where 
the only ventilation is obtained from 
windows, the air may be ‘flushed’ by 
opening the windows at intervals for 
a few moments, This means a loss 
of some heat, but, if the windows 
are not left open too long, thé sav- 
ing in doctor's bills will more than 
offset the extra cost of fuel—A.D.

he food wanted by mankind does 
ot exist. The word “shortage” is 
not strong enough for the situation. 
Lord Khondda could make a little 
o a long way, but his first difficulty

ing got it, to make it go the whole 
way. That is, all around the earth 
and to the end of the course. To put 
the matter bluntly, the whole world 
is up against a nasty thing, familiar 
to the Indian people, called famine. 
“T am not anxious about giétting a 
certain ainount of supplies,” said 
Lord Rhondda, “My one anxiety is 
whether the nation will support me. 
mean in their personal consump- 
tion when it comes to the real pinch. 
Is the spirit of Britain ready for 
the pinch? Is there a spirit among 
us which will bear the pinch when 
the pinch is past the smiling puint? 
I wonder. Well, we shall soon see. 
The pinch is coming. It is going to 
be a sharp one. It is going to try 
British character to the last ounce 
of resisting power.” 
Begbie winds up with the remark 


that Hoover made to him long ago. 


Hoover said: “lf you get food trou- 
ble here in Britain, as I think you 
may, don’t attempt rationing. Your 
ob over here is to get the stuff. 
stick to that. Don’t let anything 
turn you from it, Concentrate all 
you know on getting the stuff.”

'The Free Seas Germany Had 


| Would Be Glad Now to ‘Have the 
Freedom Lost Through Their 
Own Blunders 


The Germans profess to be con- 
cerned for the freedom of the séas, 


and allege the securing of that free- 
dom to be one of the reasons ior 
which they wage war. We are 


jaware that what they purposed was 
jnot to free the seas, which *required 
}no frecing, but to transfer the trident 
‘from the hands of Great Britain to 
those of Prussia, And the submarine 
is proof of what Prussia would do 
j with dominion over the seas, did she 
gain it. 

German success and development, 
the riches Germany had gained sitce 


187i, the economic prosperity she 
enjoyed, depended until 1914 upon 
the very freedom of the seas. which 


Prussians declare did not exist, Ger- 
many in that period was free to im- 
port.every raw material from the 
ends of the earth, free to export ev- 
ery manufacture from that raw Mat- 
erial to Britain, to Britain’s colonies, 
to the United States, to South Amer- 
ica, to China and everywhere 
free to enter British ports all around 
the earth and on the same terms sas 
Britain’s own vessels; free to traverse 


tolls. In fact, the oceans were open 
to German ships on freer terms and 
better sécurity than ships: in any 
other period of history ever posses- 
sed, 

Today, after more than three years 
of war upon her neighbors, of mur- 
der and outrage, of spoililation’ and 


oppression, of piracy upon the high 
seas, Germany would be tickled to 
death to have restored to her the 
freedom of the seas exactly as she 
enjoyed it until August, 1914. She 


pretends still that the seas were en- 
slaved, but whatever they were, her 
use of them made her a great indus- 
trial nation, an importer and export- 
}er, a ship-owner and manufacturer, a 
rich country with vast overseas trade, 

She has sacrificed all that, and now 
she “knows, or those of her subjects 
who are intelligent enough to unde:- 
stand, know that unless Germany 
after the war has free access to the 
globe’s raw materials, with freedom 
to import them as manufactured 
goods, she will be impoverished, no 
matter what her victories and her an- 
nexations may be. More important 
to Germany in the next few decades 
than “drang nach Osten” (drive to 
the East), than*the Balkan corridor, 
than the Bagdad railway, -than Po- 
land and Courland, than even the 
Briey iron district, and the port of 
Antwerp, will be the opportunity to 
secure raw materials—cotton, rub- 
ber, leather, wool, copper and what- 
not, 

Were Germany assured that the 
freedom of the seas, as she enjoyed 
it before the war, would be restored 
to her, she might be induced to agree 
to what would look to her to be 
moderate terms of peace. When her 
rulers, political and industril, © get 
down to brass tacks, they know that 
what is essential to German life, to 
make it tolerable for their people, is 
untrammeled privilege to import and 
export. } 

Germany had these benefits, From 
their profits she built up a huge war 
machine to enslave the world, And 
the world now is justly dubious con- 
cerning what Germany would do 
with them again, were they restored 
to her. They’ will not at once or 
for some time be restored altogether, 


since Germany has forfeited the 
goodwill, upon which business so 
largely depends. She will have to 


efface the hatred of the world before 
she can regain the confidence of the 
world, A long interval of good con- 
duct on her part will be required to 
accomplish that. 

What Germany will strive to put 
into the terms of peace is favorable 
or preferential discriminations in the 
markets of others, Bismarck © did 
the treaty of peace with France and 
the kaiser is doing the same in his 
agreements with the Russian Bolshe- 


viki, 
But what actually confronts Ger- 
many is economic ruin, even should 


she manage to avoid military catas- 
trophe.—Minneapolis Journal.

I 
don’t think so, but these tragedies 
follow each other ds quickly as the 
scenes in a film drama, and one re- 
serves one’s thouglits on them until 
after the war. If we stayed to do 
justice to the dead now we should 
have no thoughts left for winning it.’ 

Turning to the war itself, he says: 

“Tl believe in good coming out of 
the war, Isn't most good born of 
sorrow? In our present stage of de- 
velopment I believe it is; we are not 
perfect enough to be trusted with un- 
interrupted happiness and prosperity, 
and sorrow and suffering are neces- 
gary correctives and‘ stimulants. 
That's crudely put, but you know 
what I mean. War is an evil thing 
—the evilést thing; I always thought 
that, but there is a greut ‘soul of 
goodness’ in it,+more thar 1 ever 
thought there was, 

“The most curious effect I have 
noticed is that it thas softened men 
towards Nature. I mean they are 
kinder’ to’ each other, and to all crea- 
tures, 


Birds, lizards, chamieledns. mice, all 
are as tame as in Eden itself, and 
never get touched,” 

Good born of Sorrow! This is

The blue band will distinguish the 
man who has done his bit from the 
men of the new:réinforcement units, 
and will be worn by all soldiers who 
are patients of the military conval- 
escent hospitals in Canada, 

Of the 11,938 men who are celigi- 


ble for this honor today, 9.836 are | 


patients enrolled: for treatment in the 
convalescent hospitals, 1,368 are pa- 
tients in sanatoria, and 734 patients 
in various other hospitals, 

With ‘the opening of 1917 there 
were only 2,620 men on the strength 


of the’ command, but as the  trans- 
ports have been taking the newly 
enlisted troops across, the hospital 


ships have been: bringing the invalids 
back, and the increase in the popula- 
tion of the convalescent hospitals has 
been’ steady. 

It-has now become advisable here, 
as in England, to issue to the men 
who are patients in the hospitals and 
at present disqualified for further 
service, some mark which makes 
them distinguishable from fresh

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Piliboxes 
Danzeréus Work 


If Artillery Not Effective Must Be 
Stalked and Bombed by 
Infantry 


The business of attacking the Ger- 
mar “pillboxes” has been reduced al- 
most to a mathematical science by 
the British army, Pillboxes which 
are not “done in” by the big guns in 
the preliminary bombardment are 
rushed by the infantry and a grenade 
is dropped through one of the loop- 
holes. . 

An attack on a little section of 
|German line a few days ago tllustrat- 
ed the anti-pillbox technique, The 
attack was made under desperate 
weather conditions. A cold wind cut 
through the men’s drenched clothing 
and heavy raindrops stung — their 
nuinbed faces, The line of craters 
and shell holes which the advanced 
| Britigh troops held was thigh deep 
in water and mud, while sections of 
the hastily raised sand bag parapet 
kept sliding down as the sodden 
earth gave way. The waiting men 
were almost deafened by the over- 
head blast of the artillery drum fire. 
The orders of the officers could hard- 
ly be heard a few feet away, and had 
to be shouted down from crater to 
crater along the irregular line. 

The men had been ready for a long 
time, but in these modern battles all 
depends upon the guns and every- 
thing must wait for them to finish 
}off their work. At last the moment 
!came, whistles blew faintly, inarticu- 
late voices sounded, and the fire cur- 
jtain lifted so that the earth of the 
jfirst objective lay quiescent and 
smoking—no longer spouting in 
black, flame-shot plumes toward the 
sky, 

There was no instant leaping from 
the trench. Men clambered cumber- 
ously up the slippery stacis of the 
craters, falling on hands and knees in 
the mud. Here and there a_ soldier 
helped a falling comrade to regain 
his balance. Voices cursed, laughed, 
or complained; non-commissioned of- 
ficers herded on their sections and 
|the attack was launched. Right and 
left they ploughed and the cratered 
surface of the barren earth seemed to 
disgorge men who. moved slowly, 
some at wide intervals, some grdup- 
ed together circling the edge of 
{some quagmire, 
| Noises were all confused and in- 
distinct; enemy shells burst over- 
head, but their report was drowned 
by the thunder of the British bar- 
rage. Somewhere up-wind smoke 
'bombs had been lighted and the wind 
carried down a protecting veil of 
jmist and the acrid scent of chemicals, 
{An occasional man fell face down- 
, ward in the mud; others, not so bad- 
ly hit, rolled into the deceptive cov- 
‘er of water-filled craters to flounder 
there till stretcher bearers could re- 


cover them. Unwounded men who 
had been engulfed by mud holes to 
the thighs appealed to comrades to 


pull them clear, but the wind bore 
their voices away, and the ranks 
plodded on, unheeding, to the assault. 

Gradually the men struggled up the 
‘crest of the rise panting and out of

Allies Stand Four-Square 


Surrender to France of Alsace-Lor- 
raine Is a Point on Which 
Allies are Unanimous 


President Wilson stands behind 
Mr. Lloyd George's definition of the 
war aims of the grand alliance, Of 
particular interest is the prcsident’s 
reference to Alsace-Lorraine, .cover- 
ing, as it does, the ground taken by 
the British premier, Germauy may 
fume and rage, but the surrender to 
France of Alsace-Lorraine is a point 
on which the allies are unanimous. 
Referring to the French claiins, 
President Wilson is most explicit 
and emphatic: 

“All French territory should be 
freed and the invaded portions re- 
stored, and the wrong done to 
France by Prussia in 1871 in the 
matter of Alsace-Lorraine, which 
has unsettled the peace of the world 
for nearly fifty years, should be 
righted, in order that peace may 
once more be made secure in the 
interest of all.” 

Violations of right that were. tol- 
erated or condoned in 1871 are ris- 
ing.in judgment against Germany, 
and. will now be determined, not by 
the law of conquest, but by the law 
of international right and justice. In 
In the historic words of Presidert 
Wilson, “there is no confusion of 
counsel among the adversaties of 
the central powers, no uncertainty 
of principle, no vagueness of de- 
tail.” The allies are united in their 
war aims.

Origin of the Automobile 


Parisian Carriage Maker Worked 
Upon Embryo Auto and’in 1769 
Successful One Built 


According to Ernest Saut, a 
French journalist,-who has made a 
study of the history of the automo- 
bile, more than six centuries ago a 
man endeavored to build a “horse- 
less carriage.” 

As early as the thirteenth century 
a Parisian carriage maker worked 
upon what he styled the ‘horseless 
carrier.” While not successful, his 
ideas were seized tupon by noted 
scientists of the day, and much 
study was devoted to a_ fruitless 
search into the mechanical arts for 
machinery that would drive a vehi- 
cle by a series of springs and cords 
wound up like the works of a clock. 

In 1769 a French mechanic, Jos: 
eph Cugnot, succeeded in propelling 
by steam a smal] wooden car of his 
own design, and deye'oped it to a 
point where it drew a piece of artil 
lery a mile in 2 minutes. -The car 
burned wood ant was able to carry 
enough fuel to keep it in motion for 
more than an houn The unwieldly 
machine wrecked itself, however, and 
Cugnot lost heart in his work.

horseless vehicle. 

After the failure of numerous e¢x- 
periments in England and-— France 
shortly: following the appearance of 
Cugnot’s invention, the  fiorseless 
vehicle appeared to have be n a per- 
petual motion proposition until 1830 
when the new discoveries in steam 
machinery directed renewed  atten- 
tion to it. :

Old can- 
als were left to tlh® mercy of the 
shifting sands, and irrigation works 
that were in operation a thousand 
|) years ago remain as monuments to 
the blighting effects of the sway of 
the Turk, 


_The excavations carried on by the 
Germans on the site of Babylon 
wer brought to an end by-the war. 
The results achieved by the excava- 
tors are set out in Professor Kolde- 
wey’s book, “The Excavation of 
Rabvlon,” published by Macmillans. 
With the help of this vo'ume, Mr. 
Edmund Candler, the representative 
of the British Press with the Meso- 
potamia army, was able to identify 
some of the principal sites of ancient 
Rabylon, The excavations have 
brought to light the parts of the city 
that belong to the comparatively 
modern period of Nebuchadnezzar, 
five to six centuries before the 
Christian era, But there are traces 
in the ruins of the Babyloa of two 
thousand years before Christ, and of 
thé remains of the Assyrian, Neo- 
Rabylonian, Persian and Graeco-Par- 
thian periods. Two teams of four 
horses each. could pass each other 
on the outer walls of the city Among 
the interesting sites discovered is 
that of the banqueting room where 
Belshazzar was startled by the mys- 
terious handwriting on the wall, The 
work of identification has been made 
comparatively easy by reason of the 
inscribed bricks giving the names of 
streets, and which in some cases 
chronicle the utterances of the 
| mighty potentates who once ruled 
and carried civi'ization to a high 
pitch in what is now a desert land. 
Some day it will be awakened from 
its slumbers and blossom into new 
life.—Toronto Globe.

The Following Statement by Lord Shaughnessy on the Canadian Railway 
Situation Appears in the Annual Financial Survey of the Toronto 


Globe. 


After forty months of this great 
world war, the railway situation in 
Canada presents a very different face 


from that of peace times, when the 
chief problems to solve were the 
problems of development and con 


struction necessary to keep pace with 
a huge immigration. 

An indication of the difference in 
conditions is shown in Canada’s trade 
balance, which has been converied 
from a heavy “minus” to a substan- 
tial “plus,” the exports for eleven 
months of 1917 exceeding those of a 
similar period in 1913 by over a bil- 
lion dollars. As the total import and 
export trade for that period in 1913 
was itself less than a billion dollars 
(to be exact $994,467.000) the in- 
crease in traffic-moving effort may 
be realized. That transportation en- 
ergy and increase of traffic have been 
coincident with a growing shortage 
of labor, a higher cost of living, ne- 
cessitating higher wages, and im- 
mense increase in the cost of mater- 
ial necessary for maintenance and re- 
pair of roadbed and equipment, 80 
that the added traffic has meant not 
increased profit but increased anxiety 
for the carriers. The labor shortage 
may be illustrated from the records 
of our own honor roll, which sho-w 
that up to December 6, 7,021 employ- 


ees of the Canadian Pacific had en- 
listed for active service, 

The satisfactory features are the 
efficiency witht which the Canadian 


railways have done their part under 
such trying circumstances, and the 
remarkable absence of congestion as 
compared with the congestion that 
has been so noticeable on the rail- 
roads of the United States since our 
great neighbor to the south entered 
the war and faced identical prob- 
lems . With fewer ports and a much 
less elaborate network of railways, 
Canada has solved its war-export 
problems with infinitely less confu- 
sion, From the beginning of August 
1914, to November 30, 1917, the Can- 
adian railways have handled for the 
imperial government over €%4 mil- 
lion tons of supplies, exclusive of 
horses and mules, most 3f which may 
be considcred as supplementary to 
normal traffic, but so admirably has 
the movement been timed with the 
arrival and departure of steamers 
that not a cent has been earned by 
the ships as demurrage, 

The burden of financing 


such 


movement of traffic under such-con- 
ditions has, however, proved too ser- 
ious for some Canadian railways, and 
were it not that the Canadian Pacific 
is more than a mere transportation 
System and holds extraneous assets 
of great value that have proved an 
unexpectedly large source Of income, 
we might have had difficulty in find- 
ing the very considerable sum — that 
we have invested in war loans to the 
British and Canadian governments, 
not.to mention the dividends that 
our sharehoiders and the financial 
world at large have become accus- 
tomed to expect. 

The efficiency and absence of con- 
gestion with which our enormous 
war traffi: has been handled miyht 
well be taken to heart by our Amer- 
ican friends, who, if I may venture 
the suggestion, are looking too hope- 
fully to the centralized efort of an 
overworked government when they 
should depend more on the trained 
enterprise of the individual. industrial 
units that have been go efficiently 
developed during times of peace, be- 
cause any form of control that will 
have the effect of lessening the 
serisec of keenness and responsibility 
on the part of these units, is sure to 
be disastrous in its results. If they 
are not too proud to profit by our 
experience in Canada, the should 
solve their traffic problem 
under government control 
railroads but the shippers 
the railroads with their trained 
operating staffs, untrammelled by 
political considerations, to find out 
how to carry the maximum traffic to 
given ports at a given time, over a 
‘piven route, and helping these  rail- 
roads to secure on fair terms the 
funds for necessary maintenance and 
equipment. A government controller 
jof shipments, corresponding to our 
jdirector of overseas transport, is 
needed, not a government controller 
of railroads. It is folly to send out 
an §.O.S. call for government con- 
}trol or ownership of the railroads 
ithemselves, a control which experi 
ence has shown to be fatally opposed 
to economy and efficiency. 

Realizing that the interests of lo- 
calities stand second to the interests 
jof the nation as a whole, the Cana- 
dian railways have agreed to reduce 
competitive services wherever pos- 
sible, so that train crews and equip- 
ment should be released for the one

way association of national defence 
has been formed, comprising ~ the 
executive heads of the leading rail- 
ways; They are doing this with the 
unqualified support of the board of 
railway commissioners without dis- 
turbing—indeed, they are furthering 
—the admirable work of that body 
which, under its~ statutory position 
has semi-judicial rather than admin- 
istrative powers. In this way the 
railways themselves are doing effi- 
ciently, economically, and without 
political interference what might 
have been done inefficiently and ex- 
pensively under government control. 
They are working together harmoni- 
ously because they are inspired by 
the same patriotic spirit, and the 
absence of friction with which their 
economies are being received by the 
public shows that the public has con- 
fidence in their judgment, Under 
such guidance the Canadian railwa-s 
are in‘ a position to meintain their 
resent efficie.t operation of a ver 
arge volume of traffic, and, indeed, 
relieve the congested American rail- 
roads of traffic which appears to be 
becoming too much for them. 

Our only real handicap is the dif- 
ficulty of firancing the operation of 
our railways at the old rates, when 
cost of labor and cost of material 
keep mounting up. With a _reason- 
able increase of rates corresponding 
to this increased cost of production, 
the Canadian railways are well able 
to face even severer traffic problems 
than those which they have already 
so admirably solved.

A Net Gain of 1,575,000 Square Miles 
of Enemy Territory 


The New York Independent takes 
the cheerful view that the allies have 
already won, First, it says, three- 
fourtlis of the globe consists of 
gceans all of which are under the 
control of the allies, -Second, the 
enemies of Germany comprise  six- 
teen nations, occuping  , 38,842,000 
square miles and including 1,410,000- 


000 people. Third, the allies have 
control of all.the. neutral ’ nations. 
Fourth, the allies have all already 


conquered 82 per cent. of the Ger- 
man empire and 66 per cent. of the 
Ottoman empire as they were before 
the war. This comprises — 1,733,000 
square miles, On the other hand, the 
central powers have conquered 158,- 
000 square miles, This means a net 
gain of 1,575,000 square miles, an 
area more than seven times the size 
of Germany. ; 

But it may be objected that most 
of our gains are outside Europe, and 


that African territory is less valuable | 


than European, says the ‘Toronto 
Star, which points out, however, that 
this is an old European delusion, Jef- 
ferson bought from Napoleon for 
$15,000,000 land which is now one of 
the most fertile regions in the Unit- 
ed States, covering 875,000 ‘square 
miles, more than all. the European 
territory now held by the central 
powers and far richer in natural re- 
sources. The British empire owes its 
existence to ability to look beyond 
the continent of Europe, The growth 
of the United States and the rise of 
Japan ought to help to remove the 
curious delusion that land in Europe 
has a value beyond land anywhere 
else, European domination is rapid-
